PITTSBURGH, Jan. 21.— Thirty- 
five acta of heroism were recogniz­ 
ed by the Carnegie Hero Fund Com­ 
mission 
at its 
sixteenth 
annual 
meeting here today. Two silver med­ 
als and thirty-three bronze medals 
were awarded. Thirteen persons lost 
their lives while trying to save oth­ 
e r s and pensions aggregating $5,- 
820 a year were granted to the de­ 
pendents of seven of them, while 
»to the dependents of three others 
$4,100 were awarded to be spent as 
the Commission may sanction. In 
seven cases 11,200 was given for 
educational 
purposes, 
and 
in 
13 
cases $9,500 was awarded for other 
worthy causes. 
Two of those who lost their lives 
were little girls, Lottie C. Steen 
who was killed while trying to drag 
a nine-year-old boy from a railroad 
track in front of an approaching 
train, at Dale, Minn., and Marjorie 
A. Brown, age 14, who was drown­ 
ed while trying to save a girl com­ 
panion in the Goose river at Bel­ 
fast, Me.

Chas a Brough, arrived 
here on a special train at 5 o'clock 
this morning and will start at 9 
o'clock in search of the negroes who 
yesterday attacked local officers and 
took from them “Doc" Haynes, a ne­ 
gro prisoner wanted for stealing 
hogs. The negroes are at a settle­ 
ment twelve miles east of here. The 
roads are almost impassable but the 
troops will march. Wagons will car­ 
ry supplies and ammunition. It is 
believed there are

negroes 
in the settlement, most of them 
armed, but officers expect them to 
surrender when confronted by the 
troops.

$16,720.00. To raise this increase, a tax of slightly less

There should be counted in the present expense of 
the county a considerable item paid as insurance on 
the county records, due to the fact that there is no fire 
proof building in which to keep the records. In fact the

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A RIDDLE OF TAXATION 


Almost a year has passed since the legislature enacted the 
new automobile tax law and adjourned, and the law is still 
mixed up in a legal game of battledore and shuttlecock. An 
effort was made to have the law referred to a vote of the 
people, but the supreme court held the number of petitioners 
insufficient, after the law had been held up and rendered in­ 
operative many months. Efforts to strangle the law are still 
being made from time to time. 
A fair test of the new law in order to determine whether 
or not it is fair is to compare the new tax on autoes with the 
ad valorem tax on other properties. 
The tax on a $3,000 
home in the city of Ada amounts tot $127.50. The new tax 
on a $3,000 automobile is only $28.75. An Ada citizen can 
sell his home and by investing the proceeds in a car can reduce 
his tax bill almost 80 per cent. And yet a determined effort 
is being made to prevent raising the tax on automobiles to 
the point where the taxes will be only about 20 per cent what 
they are on a citizen’s home. 
It is argued and agreed that a car is shorter lived than a 
house and depreciates much more rapidly in value. Sinoe a 
car will wear out and become valueless in a very few years, it 
is argued that the car tax should be much lighter than the tax 
on other property not so perishable. There is a large measure of 
truth in that argument, and that fact was borne in mind by 
the law-makers when they enacted the new automobile law. 
But a tax of only 22 per cent is certainly fair to the car own­ 
ers. If anything, it is unfair to other property owners. 
More than that, a $3,000 home is nothing like so destruc­ 
tive to roads and bridges and culverts as a $3,000 car. The 
increased wastage of highways is a part of the problem when 
a legislature is seeking to levy a fair tax on motor-driven ve­ 
hicles. Every home must pay a higher tax in order to repair 
the damage done to the highways and bridges by heavy cars, 
and it is nothing but fair to pass along a part of this in­ 
creased expenditure to the motor-driven vehicles causing the 
damage. But even at that the matter of levying an equitable 
tax on autoes is one of the most difficult problems that a leg­ 
islature has to face.

What 
we want now is to make the roads 
6o we can get over them, we can 
always get over the high, level pla­ 
ces and hills, but we stick with our 
autos and wagons in the low, boggy 
places, what we want is roads that 
we can haul over *in all kinds of 
weather, a farmer wants roads so 
he can haul his products to any and 
all markets at any time of the year, 
and the above plan of voting bonds 
and building roads will let him out 
at the very lowest cost of making 
roads. 
We will be pleased to have all 
citizens of the county express them­ 
selves through the county papers, 
and tell us what you think of the 
above proposition, and tell us of a 
better plan if you can. From our 
present experiences, we surely must 
have better roads, and in the cheap­ 
est way.—A Good Roads Citizen.

SEARCY ROHS AS 


PAROLE ATTORNEY 


By News* Special Service 
OKLAHOMA CITY, March 22.— 
O. H. Searcy, state pardon and pa­ 
role attorney since the beginning 
of Governor Robertson’s administra­ 
tion in January, 1919, has present­ 
ed his resignation to be effective 
on April I. He will return immed­ 
iately to his former home, Fred­ 
erick, to resume the practice of law. 
“A sucsessor to Searcy already 
has been appointed ” Governor Rob­ 
ertson said yesterday. “But at his 
request I ‘•hall not give out his 
name until he takes office. Searcy 
was an exceedingly efficient and 
loyal official, and I regret deeply 
that ttte has resigned.” 
Searcy wished to resign in De­ 
cember, when oil development in 
Tillman county produced a business 
boom there, he said yesterday. He 
continued in office, however, on ac­ 
count of criticism directed at the 
department with which he was con­ 
nected. 
“Now that these charges and in­ 
sinuations have been publicly proved 
to be groundless, I fell at liberty 
to sever my connection with the de­ 
partm ent,” he said in his letter of 
resignation. 
For eight years before he became 
pardon and parole attorney, Searcy 
was city attorney at Frederick. He 
located there in 1911, when he 
moved to Oklahoma from Tennes­ 
see. Duriing his stay in Oklahoma 
City, he maintained his law office 
and legal residence at Frederick. In­ 
stead of engaging now in the gener­ 
al practice of law, Searcy said yes­ 
terday, he will represent a group 
of clients and himself in oil in­ 
terests in the Tillman county field. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.— Rear 
Admiral William S. Benson, chief 
of naval operations, was the officer 
who told Rear Admiral Sims “not 
to let the British pull the wool over 
your eyes; we would as soon fight 
them as the 
Germans,” 
Admiral 
Sims testified today before the sen­ 
ate committee investigating the na­ 
vy’s conduct of the war. 
Admiral Sims said the remark 
was made just after he had received 
his final instructions from Secre­ 
tary Daniels, preparatory to his de­ 
parture for England, on the eve of 
the entry of the United States into 
the war. 
He added, however, that 
it was not made in the course 
of 
formal instructions but during a 
conversation in the office of Rear 
Admiral Palmer, chief of the bu­ 
reau of navigataion. 
The witness 
told the committee Admiral Benson 
repeated his admonition the follow­ 
ing day and made the same re­ 
mark six months later, in London. 
Admiral Sims did not pay partic­ 
ular attention to the statement at 
that time because he believed Ad­ 
miral Benson was intensely anti- 
British. 
He added that this belief 
was entertained generally through­ 
out the service. 
An aide recently 
called his attention to the remark, 
the 
admiral said, and 
Admiral 
Palmer also told him that he re­ 
membered hearing Admiral Benson 
make the statement. 
The witness was reluctant to give 
the name of the officer, but Chair­ 
man Hale insisted.

It Is declared that 
Ireland for the moment is largely 
under the domination of secret so­ 
cieties, the members of which are 
von* to kill those whom they be­ 
lieve to stand in their way, but who 
the conspirators are puzzles the po­ 
lice as much as the public. 
The motive for the murder of 
the Lord Mayor continues as mys­ 
terious as ever.

CHICAGO, March 22.— While Chi­ 
cago's flat dwellers are 
forming 
unions to fight alleged rent profit­ 
eers and council committees are in­ 
vestigating IOO and 200 per cent 
increases in rents, several hundred 
families are living here in comfort 
and paying rents averaging $1 per 
month. 
The families who apparently have 
solved one big problem in the high 
cost q t living are the owners of the 
houseboats which dot the various 
branches of the Chicago river, the 
Calumet river, and the lakes of the 
South Chicago district. 
Land owners usually charge the 
heusebo&ters $1 a month for moor­ 
ing privileges. 
If the scenery be­ 
comes monotonous or the neighbors 
undesirable the colonists need only 
crank up the gasoline "flivver" boat 
attached to most of the house boats 
and be towed away to new pas­ 
tures. 
When the colonists find a satis­ 
factory location and settle down 
for a stay of any length they us­ 
ually install all the modern 
im­ 
provements, including 
city 
water, 
electric lights 
and 
a 
telephone. 
Some of the boats have their own 
electric lighting plants. 
A large colony of the boats win­ 
tered this year in the vicinity 
of 
Western avenue and Belmont ave­ 
nue bridges on the north branch of 
the Chicago river. Their colony wa* 
presided over by Captain Streeter, 
one time commander of the “deea- 
trict of Lake Michigan," who 
for 
years maintained squatter’s rights 
and in the summer time has a veg- 
front. 
A typical boat in this colony has 
five rooms—parlor, 
dining 
room, 
kitchen and two bedrooms— all fin­ 
ialed in white pine and comforta­ 
bly 
furnished. 
The 
boat 
cost 
$1,000. 
The owner, with permis­ 
sion of the land owner from whom 
he rents his mooring site, has in­ 
stalled a chicken run on the bank, 
ever a portion of the Chicago water 
stable plot. 
Houseboating the year around is 
not undesirable, the colonists say. 
The five room boat is heated with 
three stoves and uses about one 
and a half tons of coal a month.

The circus, as It will be given 
here, will be similar to the original 
production. 
In Germany, the per­ 
formances were featured by Ameri­ 
can wild western scenes depicting 
cabaret life, 
riding 
of * bucking 
bronchos by cow boys anad girls, 
stage coach and train holdups and 
Indian fights. 
There were scenes 
also in which Roman knights 
in 
chariots drawn by speedy horses 
fought duels with swords. 
Acrobats, wild animals, the set of 
twins known as before, the hair­ 
less; and After, the human gorilla; 
the tattoed man and the bearded 


lady were side attractions, as was a 
monkey drill by 40 mounted men. 
Carl Hagenbach, American circus 
proprietor, once offered to take the 
first division show over Europe and 
then bring it to American cities but 
the soldier-actors 
could 
not 
be 
spared by the army. 
Commanders 
of all the American divisions and 
staff officers viewed the perform­ 
ances in Germany. 
It was also seen 
by French and British officers and 
Norman Hapgood, American ambas­ 
sador to Denmark. 
a x me snow next July at Carny 
Taylor, seating 
arrangements 
for 
more than 10,000 spectators have 
been planned. 
After this perform­ 


ance plans call for a tour in other 
states but an itenerary has not yet 
been announced.
